r of our hospitals, asylums, schools and 
the absence of any proper provisions for 
the unfortunate, among a ae of 
some fifty thousand in ourcity, represent- 
ing immense wealth, with indications of 
unbdéunded prosperity in the future, have 
time and again n cast uptous. The 
want of anything like decent or suitable 
accommodations for our courts of justice 
has become a crying evil; for, strange as it 
may appear tothe world around us, that 
only knows Memphis as a great and pros- 
city’ Shelby, the richest county in 

he State, is without a courthouse, and the 
only county in the State of Tennessee in 
that condition. 

The District Court of the United States 
is held in a small rented room, about suit- 
able in size fora lawyer's office, quite a 
distance from any of the other courts. 

The Law and Chancery Courts are held 
in rooms improvised for their accommo- 
dation in the south end of the ra House 
building, on Second street. e Circuit, 
Probate, Municipal and Commissioners 
courts are in a building erected for their 
accommodation, while the lease of five 
years is unexpired, and after that time for 
any other purpose it may serve.
